While not prepared to fully accept the statement recently credited to 
Canad*'s only woman cabinet minister that this Dominion stands in need of 
one million new houses, which would inean that at the present time something 
more than one-half our estimated population of nine millions of people lack 
reasonable housing accommodation—most Canadians will readily agree that 
the provision of additional housing is one of the pressing needs of this

grind except the public axe. Our 
sole purpose is to assist in the devel-| 
opment of the western provinces and 
particularly in the placing of settlers 
on the unocenpied lands adjacent to 
the present railways.

A Just Proposal. 

As to the penalty proposed, ie, 
doubling the unoccupied land tax; I 
am sure it will be the concensus o 
public opinion that the man who will 
not improve his land or offer it for 
sale for actual settlement at a reason- 
able price, should pay something for 
the “community development” carried 
on by his neighbors. 

In requiring the non-resident owner 
of unoccupied land to appoint an 
agent in the locality of the land you 
will be merely supplying a necessary 
link in the chain between the settler 
and the owner, and at the same time 
making use of the local man who h 
the knowledge and experience nece 
sary to properly look after the new- 


comer. In addition to the outlay in- 
volved in establishing and carrying 
on the detail work of the proposed 


Land Settlement Board, the province 
must also expect to bear the expense 
of getting out maps and price lists of 
its unoccupied land, as well as litera- 
ture to accompany same. All of this 
is constructive work and will be found 
very advantageous to the province, 
Other Activities. 
Moreover, if your province is to 
benefit, as it should, from the efforts 
of the Dominion Government and of 
voluntary associations such as the one 
T am permitted to direct, you should 
have two or three foreign offices of 
your own. In connection with these 
offices, particularly in the United 
States, the value of attending during 
the year fifteen to twenty American 
fall fairs, has been we'l established. 
We anticipate that as our work in 
the United States and Great Britain 
develops opportunities will be offered 
to the western provinces to co-oper- 
ate with us in furnishing “actual farm- 
ers” to carry on lecture work during 


You may also 
wish to join in making other similar

The title “Rest and Recreation,” as 
chosen by the committee, fe hardly 
true to the content of the Scripture 


Passages. [It should be “Rest and 

Worship.” 

1—The Feast of Tabernacles (Lev. 
23:39-43). 


This was the final feast of the series 
which in type covered the great facts 
of redemption, 

1 Time of (v. 39). I} was on the 
fifteenth day of the seventh month 
and lasted seven days. This time 
would about correspond to the close 
of our September and the beginning 
of October. It was after the harvest 
had been gathered. 

2 Method of kecping (vv. 40, 42). 
They were to take the boughs of 
goodly trees, branches of palm trees, 
and the boughs of thick trees and wil- 


lows of the brook, and construct 
booths These booths were placed 
on the flat tops of houses, on the 


streets and open places of the city, 
and even in the fields. In these the 
people dwelt for the whole week.

A of Israel's dwelling in 
It reminded them of God's care of 
them during ‘ale journey through 
the wilderness. (2) A “harvest- 
home thanksgiving” (v. 39). “When 
ye have gathered the fruits of the 
land.” @ (3) It foreshadowed the final 
gathering of God's redeemed ones 
from all nations (Zech. 14:16, 17). 

Il—The Sabbath Day (Deut, 5:12- 

15). 

1. Meaning of (Gen. 2:2, 3; cf. Ex. 
20:8-11) According to the etymo- 
logy of the word, “Sabbath” means to 
desist from exertion—repose. God 
rested when the work of creation was 
done. On the basis of this, God has 
established the law of labor and rest. 
It is not only a memorial of creation, 
but of redemption (Deut. 5:15). The 
Jews were to keep the Sabbath in 
memory of the deliverance from 
Egyptian bondage. 

2. Obligation of (vv. 12-15). (1) 
Kept as a sacred institution (v. 12), 
God sanctified it (Gen. 2:3). “Sancti- 
fy" means to consecrate, dedicate, 
therefore holy. It means set apart to 
God’s service; therefore keeping the 
Sabbath meant more than cessation 
from‘abor—it meant to cease from la- 
bor in order to occupy one’s self with 
God. Its supreme signification and ob- 
ligation was to remember God (2) No 
work to be done on the Sabbath (vv. 
13, 14). All work was to be done in 
six days. In fact, the obligation to 
work six days is here made just as 
binding as to keep the Sabbath day. 
(3) By whom should the Sabbath be 
kept (v, 14)? (a) The head of the 
family. He should be the example 
for all. (b) The children. The 
children should be obliged to follow 
the example of the parents in keeping 
the Sabbath. (c) The servants. The 
maid in the kitchen, the servant on 
the farm, the chauffeur in the city, 
should keep the Sabbath as well as 
the head of the family and the chil- 
dren, (d) The beasts of burden. The 
dumb animals are likewise entitled to 
their rest. (ec) The stranger. The 
foreigner who comes to our shores 
should be obliged to keep the Sab- 
bath, It should be kept in mind 
that Christians are not under obliga- 
tion to keep the Sabbath as law (Col. 
2:16, 17), and especially as it applies 
to any particular seventh day. The 
first day of the week is the proper day 
for a Christian to observe. This he 
does not as a law, but as a glorious 
and exalted privilege. He is on resur- 
rection ground, therefore above the 
law. While the kceping of the Sab- 
bath is a matter of privilege, woe unto 
the one who abuses this privilege. The 
principle of resting one day out of 
seven ig inexorable in its demande. 
(4) The ground of obligation was re- 
demption from bondage (v. 15), 

III, Jesus Invited His Disciples to

He took them apart to a desert 
place. “This was not primarily for

The struggle between human be- 
ings and wild animals in India seems 
to be constant. Last year fifty-five 
persons were killed by elephants, five 
by hyenas, 109 by bears, 350 by 
leopards, 853 by tigers, and 688 by 
boars and other animals. Poisonous 
snakes claimed no fewer than 22,478 
victims More than 19,000 wild 
beasts of various kinds were destroy- 
ed and 91,000 snakes were killed. High 
floods killed off many of the small 
animals that are ordinarily the prey 
of wild beasts, and this probably ac- 
counts for the attention that tigers 
and other large animals have given to 
their human neighbors,

In speaking of the diseases and in-, 
fections of the body that arise from 
the teeth, it is not intended to give 
the impression that the teeth are in-) 
variably the cause of infection, but 
these cases are explained in order to 
show the results of neglecting 
mouths, | 

Until recent years we had not real-| 
ized the danger of neglecting the 
mouth and teeth—because digestion 
was 80 scriously interfered with, by! 
the inability to chew, and because ap-! 
pearance and distinct speech were 
ruined, and because pain of many 
kinds and of great intensity was a’ 
very frequent occurrence, and because 
broken roots and open cavities retain- ! 
ed decomposing food and mucus, with 
a resulting bad breath, These were 
a few of the things that caused the 
more cultured people to have their 
mouths put in order. 

The researches of the great institu- 
tions that are devoted to the study of 
disease have shown us that the results 
of neglected mouths are far more ser- 
ious than we had vat first believed; 
and there is just one way to avoid 
these serious results. That is to take 
care of the mouth in time. 

Begin with the children, and if the 
child is trained to have its mouth in 
good condition and to know the com- 
forts that follow a good mouth con- 
dition, thhe child will make very 
strenuous efforts, in later life, to have 
those same physical comforts, 

One of the. most embaragsing as 
well as serious of the widespread dis- 
eases of this country—a condition 
that is becoming’ more and more fre- 
quent—is goiter, which is the enlarge- 
ment of the thyroid gland which lies 
in the interior portion of the neck. 

Arswelling of this gland produces a 
very unsightly enlargement of the] 
neck, many times causing a series of 
what is known as thyroidism, 

Thyroidism is attended with sleep- 
lessness: (or insomnia), nérvousness 
and excitability, twitching and rapid 
heart action, 

It was found that in large numbers 
of goiters the infection in the thyroid 
gland was a certain bacteria that is 
found in abscess sacs at the ends of 
roots of diseased teeth in the mouth 
of the patient; and in many instances 
the treatment of the teeth, or the ex- 
traction of the teeth and curetting of 
the sockets, relieved the goiter en- 
tirely. 

It is therefore advisable to have a 
careful) X-ray examination of the 
mouth in all goiter cases,

LESSON FOR MAY 8. 
REST AND WORSHIP (RECREA- 
TION). 


The title “Rest and Recreation,” as 
chosen by the committee, ie hardly 
true to the content of the Scripture 
passages. It should be “Rest and 
Worship.” 
1—The Feast of Tabernacles (Lev. 

23:39-43). 

This was the final feast of the series 
which in type covered the great facts 
of red@mption. 

1. Time of (v. 39), It was on the 
fifteenth day of the seventh month 
and lasted seven days, This time 
would about correspond to the close 
of our September and the beginning 
of October, It was after the harvest 
had been gathered. 

2. Method of keeping (vv. 40, 42). 
They were to take the boughs of 
goodly trecs, branches of palm trees, 
and the boughs of thick trees and wil- 


lows of the brook, and construct 
booths. ‘These booths were placed 
on the flat tops of houses, on the 


streets and open places of the city, 
and even in the fields. In these the 
people dwelt for the whole week, 

3. The significance of it (v.43). (1) 
A memorial of Israel's dwelling in 
booths in the wilderness (vv. 42, 43). 
It reminded them of God's care of 
them during their journey through 
the wilderness (2) A “harvest- 
home thanksgiving” (v. 39). “When 
ye have gathered the fruits of the 
land.” (3) It foreshadowed the final 
gathering of God's redeemed ones 
from all nations (Zech. 14:16, 17). 
Il—The Sabbath Day (Deut. 5:12- 

15). 

l. Meaning of (Gen, 2:2, 3; cf. Ex. 
20:8-11). According to the etymo- 
logy of the word, “Sabbath” means to 
desist from ecxertion—repose. God 
rested when the work of creation was 
done. On the basis of this, God has 
established the law of labor and rest. 
It is not only a memorial of creation, 
but of redemption (Deut. 5:15). The 
Jews were to keep the Sabbath in 
memory of the deliverance from 
Egyptian bondage. 

2. Obligation of (vv. 12-15). (1) 
Kept as a sacred institution (v. 12), 
God sanctified it (Gen, 2:3). “Sancti- 
fy" means to consecrate, dedicate, 
therefore holy. It means set apart to 
God’s service; therefore keeping the 
Sabbath meant more than cessation 
from labor—it meant to cease from la- 
bor in order to occupy one's self with 
God. Its supreme signification and ob- 
ligation was to remember God (2) No 
work to be done on the Sabbath (vv. 
13, 14). | All work was to be done in 
six days. In fact, the obligation to 
work six days is here made just as 
binding as to keep the Sabbath day. 
3) By whom should the Sabbath be 
(a) The head of the 
He should be the example 
for all. (b) The children. ‘The 
children should be obliged to follow 
the example of the parents in keeping 
the Sabbath. (c) The servants. The 
mald in the kitchen, the servant on 
the farm, the chauffeur in the city, 
should keep the Sabbath as well as 
the head of the family and the chil- 
dren. (d) The beasts of burden The 
dumb animals are likewise entitled to 
their rest. (¢) The stranger. The 
foreigner who comes to our shores 
should be obliged to keep the Sab- 
bath, It should be kept in mind 
that Christians are not under obliga- 
tion to keep the Sabbath as law (Col. 
2:16, 17), and especially as it applies 
to any particular seventh day. The 
first day of the weck is the proper day 
for a Christian to observe, This he 
does not as a law, but as a glorious 
and exalted privilege. He is on resur- 
rection ground, therefore above the 
law. While the keeping of the Sab- 
bath is a matter of privilege, woe unto 
the one who abuses this privilege. The 
principle of resting one day out of 
seven is inexorable in its demande, 
(4) The ground of obligation was re- 
demption from bondage (v. 15). 

III. Jesus Invited His Disciples to 
Rest (Mark 6:31, 32), 

He took them apart to a desert 
place, This was not primarily for 
recreation, but that they might be free 
from the crowd to have fellowship 
with Him, that they might be pre- 
pared for the strenuous days which 
were to follow.
